3. To seek to obtain a sense of the 
favor of God, and to learn how to 
e.\teud His Kingdom in and through 
the Organization. 

4. To acquire efficiency in various 
methods of Lilfe-Savlne; to be watch- 
ful for opportunities to assist the 
weak, the aged, the needy, and to help 
others by all means in my power; to 
show obedience and respect to my 
leaders; to be a brother to every 
other Scout; to live at peace with 
all: to be thrifty, trustworthy, cour-- 
teous. and pleasant under all ciretim- 
stances: and to be kind to animals. 

Esprit de Corps enters largely into 
the carrying out of the code of honor 
so taken. The game i.s being played 
at that camp-lire. That it has been 
rightly understood and carried into 
practice Is conllrmed by the fact that 
scores of these young men are today 
leaders of Troops. Army Officers, Mis- 
sionaries in non-Christian lands, and 
Army Bandsmen.

It is a game that trlngs to the hoy 
the appeal that offsets and counter- 
acts the evil.s ot tbe street gang, the 
filth of tinestlonable reading, contact 
with depraved mhids. It strikes a 
death blow to the insidious spirit of 
Indolence, irreverence, and lawless- 
ucsa," preying upon unsupervised boy- 
hood. It is this viewpoint, grasped by 
our Leaders, which sanctlHea acontlng 
as the playground valuable tor the 
formatloit of true char.icter. Whether 
it be at the pncade, the Saturday hike, 
or tbe camp, the whole tends to the 
development ot right principles ot 
dally conduct.

GRATIFYING ADVANCE BEING MADE BY THE SALVATION ARMY 
IN PICTURESQUE COUNTY SEAT IN NOVA SCOTIA

TRURO, a town ol 7,000 people, is 
pi'Ctuvesquely situated on the 
Salmon River, lesH than tliiee 
jniles trom where it empties Into 
Cobetitiid River, an arm of tlie Bay ot 
Fiiudy. Standing on the heights o[ 
Victoria Park, wliicli forms a bael;- 
ground to the town, the heholder 
gazes upon a panoramic picture ot 
surpassing beauty. To the left puiiu- 
ti'atii.^ uii h-ieuuiui- gorge, one hundred 
and litty [eet deep, along the LepM' 
Brook, leading to tiie Howe, and Wad- 
dell Palls and other glories of the 
Park, and to green embowered liills be- 
yond. To the riglit the Salmon River 
wind.H itH way tlirough ninrsli and 
meadow land, beyond whicli jnay be 
seen the wooded crest of Penny's 
Mountain: while at its base lies the 
town with its public buildings, 
churches, schools, and sliaded .'itreetj, 
and furthpr on a varied s;^eiie of up- 
land, and maraji, toucliine Ihe shores 
of Cohe(|Uid and Jlinas l)asin, made? 
historic as the place from wlienee 
the French Acadian oNiles lelt their 
homes in 1755. 

The country I'ound about was first 
settled by tlie French. DySics made 
by tliem liave been tound on the 
meadow lands, and wilknvs planted 
by their hands survive lo this day. 
Savage Island, a tew milos from tlie 
town, was used as a burying gi'ound. 
Old Barnes is a memory to their 
colonizing spirit, and at J'as.';town. 
.some eiglit or ton miles distant, a 
cliurch, the bell of whicl\ was IjrouRJit 
fiom France, was built by tliom, — a 
testimonial to llieir piety nnd i'aitb. 

Six years latei- the land was set- 
tled i)y men of British birtli. By 
17C1, some fifty-three Scotch-Irish 
lajuilies, comprising one liundred and 
twenty souls; left New Hampshire lo 
settle along the banks of tlie Salmon 
River, with centres at Lower Truro 
and "Bible Hill." Tliese !n'oui;]it wilh 
them one hundred and seventeen 
liead of cattle, tlieir household uten- 
sils and farming iniplcnienls. with 
.■■■eed, corn and potatoes. In 17(i(l the 
Iqwushiiis of Truro. Onslow, and Lon- 
donderry -had Glil men. women and 
children, tSH of wliom lived in ■Bible 
Hill." In Lower Truro the 1ir.sl 
Presbyterian Chnrcii in Canada was 
bnilt, and tlie Registry of Deeds and 
rtther pnlilicr offices were located. 
Tlie.se were removed, in 17fl3, to 
■Bible Hill," which was the legal and 
social centre ot Colchester County, 
ami here they remained until taken, 
forty-five years later, lo the centre 
of the Trtno of to-day. 

So nmcli for the town. But what 
does The Army mean lo this pros- 
perous and enterprising centre? Is 
it an asset or otheiwisp? Do Ihp re- 
sults obtained justify its existence? 
Has if bettered moral conditions and 
improved the spiritual tone; has it 
healed bi'ok'en heai'ts, reunited famil- 
ies, relieved temporal wants, shielded 
the unfortunate, guided the wayward 
and saved sinners? For surely that 
is its primary object. 

Yes. if has done all Ihesp thing.':, 
nnd the briet pen sketches ot some 
unt.ible Army converls uliicli lol- 
'ow convey some idea at least of the 
( oi'pj' KOUl-i;avitig wori;. 

If The -Army has done nothing else 
b'll iiluck these "brands from the 
liM-:iing," two of wliom ai'e (convert' 
of recenl date, it has Instilled ils 
existence in tlie "Hub" a thousand 
times over.

hou.se. and wliat terrified him bcyoiw 
measure tit tliis early age was to wit- 
ness a violent altercation which al- 
most resuiicd in murder. Under 
Hucli conditions was he- raised. 

It was scarcely possible tliat he 
could face anything more demoral- 
izing in tile world. It is eciually li'ue 
that he faced nothing better, and, 
a!:!:;, lie kmiv. iiuiliiiig in ihe One 
who could, and would, have helped 
him had he sougln aid. He lomid the 
world a iiard taskmaster. "Smile, and 
file world smiles wilh you," he learn- 
ed, "imt wee'>. and you weep alone." 

.\s a lumber-jnclt, he spent severtil 
years among the roughest of Ihe 
rough, and such contact served to 
harden Williuin's heart and estrange 
him still more from C.oil, For twelve 
years cards and dancing held sway 
over liim. nnd so completely was lie 
the slave of tobacco that he would 
use as ninch as a large plug ot chew- 
ing and two packets of cigarettes- a. 
day. TliG Sal)bath lie lield in de- 
rision, and whenever po.s.sible would 
break it by working. 

But in all this. God had not left 
William, and a chain of events, trivial 
in appsarancc but powerful in effect, 
transpired w h i c h subsequently 
brought about his conversion. 

That which brought him at last to 
the point of decision was a hymn — 
"Blessed assurance. Jesus i.=i. mine," 
which he had heard. It rang repeated- 
ly in his mind one day, and so power- 
fully did it move him that he was 
driven to his knees. He called for his 
cousin, a Christian woman, and asked 
Iter to pray for him; then he prayed 
Tor bimseil'. and there and then 
William Haft IwcjimH '."onverted. 

He at first joined the church, whieli 
he attended for one and a half years, 
hut was later attracted to The Anny 
when operations were commenced iu 
Liverpool, N.S, He quietly decided 
in his own mind that The .■\riny was 
file place for Itim and ncrordingly 
made request for enrolment. To his 
.surprise, the Capiain informed liinl 
that she ami others had lieeii praying' 
that (his miglit talte place, tie" neeii- 
ed no fni'tlier enconrageineul. Ho bC" 
came a staunch Salvationist, later be- 
ing appointed Coriis Sergeant-Major. 

He returned to tlie lumber camp' a 
new man. and was greeted with "Well 
Bill, we exi)ect something from 
you now." .^nd they got it! When 
Sunday arrived the recruit, with con- 
siderable trepidation it is true, com- 
menced a little meeting with the. 
boys, telling them of his eonversiou 
and of his changed outlook. If any 
forgot them.selves, as they often did, 
and began to swear, a word from 
^\'iIliam was sufficient to shame 
them. 

For two years the Sergcanf-Major 
has held his present position at Truro. 
He is held in high regard by liis em- 
ployers, Sfanlield's Limiled, which 
firm i.'! contribnting generously to- 
wards the re-building ot the Citadel. 



To mention a still more recent con- 
version; a man, formerly a desperate 
drunkard who at marriage was worth, 
ST.nOO. but could scarcely rub two 
(Oppers' together when he was savetl 
a month ago, is now taking a llrm 
stand for the right in the t7orp's. It 
was through the vi.sitation of Ensign 
and Mrs. Stevims tluit he Iir.st be- 
came interested in The .\rmy — and in 
Salvation.

Cttpinin Maskaug, who has spout 
three years at Ani, a very lonely 
station in India, tells the foilowing 
incident: — 

One time, Just before Cliristmas, 
some people came carrying p. hoy of 
about nine years of age to us. He 
had been badly mauled by a bear In 
the juiifie wliilu looking fur caltle 
that had stia.ved. The bear had 
sprung out at the boy and torn a 
large piece of flesh from his head, 
and half of one of his ears was 
hanging off. In addition, there was a 
large wound on his leg. 

"He n-as in such a bad state that 
it did not seem possible that he could 
recover. His relatives, as is the 
custom at the natives here, had 
placed burnt rag over the wounds to 
stop the bleeding, and it took us two 
hours each day, for four days, to get 
the futs clean, it was most dill'icult, 
and the pain was so great that the 
poor boy screaiued ten-ibly as wo 
tried to help him. We treated him 
every day, and after three months 
the mauled places healed. To our 
great ;oy the boy recovered."

Friendship With Jesus 

"Ye arc my friends, if ye do whatBoever 
I command you."— -John 15 : 14 

WHAT privilege is this that Divine grace 
brings us to such high and blessed fellow- 
ship! It was first unique in Abra- 
ham who was called "The Friend of God." But 
behold, now it is the universal privilege of all who 
■wiii keep His commandments. It is God's highest 
purpose for us, and the most precious of all our 
relationships. First of all, we must become 

The Children of God 

Throughout the New Testament we are constant- 
ly reminded of God as our Heavenly Father. '-We 
have received the Spirit of adoption, whereby we 
cry, Abba Father. The Spirit bearcth witness 
wi'th otJr spirit, that we are the children of 
God." The erstwhile slaves of sin are adopted 
into the family of God. The familiar term 
"tlie adoption of sons" in the New Testament 
is derived from a Roman legal process where- 
by those having no heir brought favorite 
slaves into relationship. 

A-s children of God, then, we are also heirs, 
"Heirs of God and joint heirs with Christ, that 
having fellowship with Him in His suffering.';, 
we may also be glorified with Him." 
Disciples of Christ 

In the Old Testament (sec Isa. S : It., oO : 4 
54 • 13), to be a disciple means to be learned, 
instructed, taught of the Lord. In. tjie New 
Testament we are called to be disciples witli 
the words of Jesus, "Learn of Me." In the 
Book of Job, Klihu speak.s to Job word.'; that 
signify the qualifications of true discipleship. 
"That which I see not, teach thou me; if 1 
have done iniquity I will do no more." See 
here manifest a spirit nf deep humility, desire 
to learn, and determination to succeed. 

Friends of God 

That >s, devoted to God and His cause. 
Twelve times in the Old Testament are per- 
sons given the name of Obadiah, which means 
"SeiTant of Jehovah." Of Moses, it is testi-- 
fied, he "verily was faithful as a servant, and 
Paul continuallv declared himself "a servant 
of Jesus Cliiist," the original Greek signifymg 
that he was the absolute property of His Mas- 
ter and bound to Him for life. Jesus has given 
us a perfect example. The prophets speak ol 
Him as "The Servant of God," while Mark, in 
his Gospel, reveals a Christ with the char- 
acteristic activity, humility, promptitude, and 
zeal of a true servant. Paul, too, writes to the 
Philippians of Him, "who took upon Him the 
form of a servant . . . and became obedient 
unto death, even the death of the Cross." 

The faithful sei-vant may become the 
":;eci-et friend." 
Servants of God 

Think of tlio measure of Divine friendship. 
First, it has mi enemies. Then it is according 
to our Friend's worth. When God becomes our 
Fi-ient!, how great is the measure of that 
friendship! For true friendship has no re- 
serves. And is it not true that according to 
our capacity to receive, God does reveal Him- 
self to us? 

What pleasures we now enjoy: Divine com- 
panionship, for "Enoch walked with God"; Di- 
vine confidence, for (o Abrahitm was re\-caled 
the mind of God; Divine communion, for to us 
fe given the Holy Spirit. 
• Essentials to our fricnd.'<hip 'with .Jesus are 
Kincerity, unselfishness, trust, faithfulness, and 
love, for by these cords is al! friendship bound.

THE making of excuses seems to have been 
grafted into human nature. Bible student.? 
know how easily many characters made ex- 
cuses. 

Adam, when he had sinned, s^aid "The woman 
thou gavcst to bo with me, .'ihc gave me of the tree 
and 1 did eat." Moses, when told by God to speak 
to Pharaoh, ?aid "1 am slow of .'-peech and of a 
slow ton.guc." Aaron, when he saw the cliildren of 
Israel woi'iihipping the golden calf, said "'Thou 
knowest the people — that thrv are snt on mischief." 
Gideon, when told to .save Israel from the hands of 
the Miilianites said, "1 am the lea.st in my 
father's house." When Eli.jah cast his mantJj 
upon Elisha, Elisha said "Let mc, 1 pray thee, 
kisK my father and mother ami then I will 
follow thee." 

Naaman was told to wa.^h in the liver Jor- 
dan seven tinie.'i and bis flesh would come 
again as a little child. But Naaman said — 
"Arc not Abana and Pharpai', ri\'cr.s of Dam- 
ascus, better than all the water.s of I.sracl; may 
1 not WiL-^h in them and be clean?" Jeremiah 
.said "I cannot speak for I am a child." And 
another of Hi.s ilisciplns .■^airl unto Him "Lord, 
suffer me first to go and bury my father." 
And us Paid rea.'ionrd of righteoii.sne.«is, tem- 
perance, and .i..K!gmont to eomc, Felix trembled 
and answered, "Go th.\ way for this time; when 
I have a convenient season I will call for thee." 
"And they all with one cun.'^cnt began to 
make eNcuse." Just look at the character'; 
mentioned in this Mlh chapter of Luke. They 
were all bidden to coivi:- to a fireat .i^upper, 
but the first .laid unto him, "I have bought a 
piece of ground and 1 must needs go and see 
it: I pi'ay thee have mn excused." We miglit 
safely conclude that he had saeii the land many 
times before he purchased it. 

And another said, "I llaxe bought five yoke 
of o.xeii, and 1 go to prove them. 1 pray thee 
have me excused" It was <iuit'j u legitimate 
thing to do, but wo hiive the inipres.sion that 
he would rather walk behind ten bullocks thaa 
attend a great supper. Strange he <li<l not 
prove them before he bought them. 

.And another said, "I ha\e married a wife 
and therefore i cannot come." He may have 
been joking. (Some folk will even joke about 
their soul's Salvation— a perilous thins to do.) 
IJut this man was to he pitied. Not because 
he was married, but because he made the .same 
mistake as ..^dam — he blamed the woman. 

Most people who make excuses in regard to 
their soul's Salvation are in reality indifferent 
to the great issue at stake. 'Othcrwi.sc their 
attitiidr would lie more ciinsidcratc and seri- ' 
ous. To think deeply anil sincerely about the 
chief business uf life would tiiako nit.n atten- 
tive to all that really matters. Indifferencti 
canst,'; many people t» excuse theinselvcs from 
abandoning sin and openly taking up the 
standard of the Cross. 

Others are so occupied with secondary things 
that their whole attention is absorbed with 
what is in itself "lawfvd but not e.xpudient" 
First things must cinne fiist. "Keck ye fir.st the 
Kingdom of Gad and Ills righleoii.sncss"' is a 
command, and if olieycd will ])iit an cud to 
every empty and idle ONcir^e. How thought- 
less are some when faced with spiritual obli- 
gations. Truly it has been said "Evil 'is 
wrought for want of tho'ight as well as want 
of heart.'' Those who do not deliberately in- 
tend mischief wander aimlessly into sin be- 
cause of not thinkin.g twice before acting once. 
It is so easy to say "I didn't know that vvas 
wrong!" But to plead ignorance. i,s not always 
an evidence of wisdom, but moie often an ex- 
pression of foolishness gilded over. Foolish- 
ness indulged in leads to folly which is reck- 
less of conseiiuences. Fools learn when it is 
too late. Give up makiniv esciiscs and in the 
words of the song wr so often sing — 
"No longer do excuses make.

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THE LOCARNO SPIRIT 

SO^rE folks think there i« some- 
thing "new under the sun," and 
they call it the Locarno spirit; 
but, not so — for this disposition to 
international comity is merely the 
putting into practice of the Glori.^ 
in Excelsis spirit as heralded fiy the 
angels over the purpled Judean hills 
nearly 2,000 years ago. "On earth 
peace, goodwill toward men," they 
sang. But, alas! this Heaven-sent 
(deal has lain a splintered wreck all 
ilowll the centuries, for men woi'ld 
have none of it. 

However, when nations will not 
learn by the appeal of God's ^^■or<l. 
then they must be taught hy the 
pruning work of God's providences. 
So it reqtiired the most horrific 
and hellish of wars, with a death toll 
of nearly 12.000,000, to drive nations 
to a recog'iiltion of the fact that 
"peace on earth and goodwill to- 
ward men" can only be realized 
when the racial Epr> is bnricd. .Vnd 
Locarno is an encouraging stride in 
this direction. 

The nepfotiations which were in- 
itiated some time ago in that peace- 
ful little town nestling among Swit- 
zerland's hills, found signatories 011 
Tuesday. December 1st. This mo- 
mentous conclave, in which the re- 
presentatives of seven European 
nations participated, met in historic 
London. Under the gorgeous ceil- 
ing of the great hall in the British 
Foreign Office, the plenipotentiaries 
signed with golden pens the Treaty 
of Locarno and its subsidiary trea- 
ties. It should be the prayer of 
every disciple of the Prince of Peace 
that this agreement signed by gol- 
den pen.s might prove to be the har- 
binger of all age touched with the 
golden glow of peace, prosperity 
and the pursuit of happiness. 

Whether this i.<; to be so remains 
to be seen. One thing, however, 
became certain at this unforgettable 
ceremony — the day for intrigue and 
subterfuge in the sanctuary of state- 
craft has passed, A certain noble 
simplicity and quiet dignity charac- 
terized the entire proceeding.s. The 
several delegates .seemed desirous 
of shedding the frills of diplomacy 
and their utterances were sweet- 
ened with the note of siticerity. 
Irrespective of where they fought in 
the Great War, they met as abso- 
lute equals; no longer were the dis- 
tressing terms "the victors and the 
\,tnquishei!" in use. 

This radici], st.Trtliiig change in 
the order of international affairs is 
well nigh unbelievable to some 
who are far di.?tant from the con- 
tinent of Europe. Picture the scene 
if yon can. There is Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, K.G., representing 
Great Britain. SignOT -Scialoja of 
Italy, M. Briand of France, Dr, 



Luther and Dr, Streseman of Ger- 
many, Foreign Minister Benes of 
Czecho-slovakia, Premier 'Vander- 
velde of DelgUim, and Foreign Min- 
ister Skrzynski of Poland. What 
strong constrasts in personality are 
here! Difference in blood, in train- 
ing, in ambition, in outlook, in re- 
ligion. Yet they chat as confidants — 
the Locarno spirit is abroad. .Vnd 
just fancy it — Minister Benes leans 
forward during the signing ceremony 
and has a conversation. ])niictii- 
ated by smiles and jovial gesture, 
with Chancellor Luther — an in- 
teresting sight indeed to those who 
knew of the bad blood hitherto 
existing between Germany and 
Czecho - Slovakia, The British 
Premier, Stanley Baldwin, was also 
present, and said he desired to sign 
the treaty along with Cham'berlain 
in order to show the nnportance 
which the British Government 
placed in those solemn obligations. 
The transparency, friendliness and 
sincerity was such as lias seldom, 
if ever, marked any inieniational 
paet of such proportions. One 
newspaper has pithily remarked, 
"Ii the spirit of Locarno had dom- 
inated at Versailles, there would 
have been no need of Locarno." 

Tbe Locarno spirit — may it dispel 
every threatening cloud of inter- 
national discord, fhe Locarno 
.spirit — may it bind together as a 
betrothal ring, those n.ations who 
were jiarties to ,';uch sacred oaths. 
The Locarno spirit — m.iy it jierco- 
late through the frontiers of all na- 
tions, until racial bigotry, greedy 
conquest, and false diplomacy are 
no more. The nineteenth century, 
with its manifold inventions, made 
the world a neighborhood ; m.iy 
the twentieth century, with its Lo- 
carno spirit, make the world a 
brotherhood I 

.Vnd it will, if the nations but see 
to it (hat the Matchless M.Tstcr oi 
.Men is given His lightful place in 
every council.

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THE METRONOME 

BY L1EUT.-COLONEL SLATER 

KEEPING time is of course iadia- 
pejisable for satisfactory Band 
playing, anil to be master of time 
is a matter tliat must occupy some 
serious tliought on tlie part ot the 
Ban'dmaster. The Metionome is n 
time-measuriuff instrument liKely to 
prove of use to llim, so that we stiall 
here give a brief treatment of it. 

The Meticnome is made in varions 
forms, but all are made on the prin- 
ciple of the pendulum. A rod, tape 
or cord is set swinging (some Metro- 
DoraeB have an additional click or hell 
attachment), and as tliis occurs regu- 
larly 60 many times per minute, ac- 
cording to the length as set by a 
scale oE degrees, it beeomes possible 
i to have a certain number of beats 
per minute mechanically represented 
before one's eyes. 

By this means we cau get to know 
the given speed tor playing a piece, 
as well as a metliod of testing whether 
the speed is evenly kept in actual 
performance ot au individual player 
or a whole Band. Help ot this sort 
is of real importance, for it is sur- 
prising to iind how unconsciously , in 
many cases a variation of tinie can 
occur without -such a mechanical test 
being present to call attention to the 
fact. 

Then, again, a piece can be spoilt, 
or, if not spoilt, its eharaeler alto- 
gether changed by taking too slow or 
too quick a speed. In the full score 
the speed is given tor the Bandmas- 
ter's assistance on this matter. 
Metronome Indications 

According to the general character 
ot a piece, the value of tlie beat 
notation varies, sometime.s the 
beat answers to a minim, at others 
it is a crotchet or quaver. This is 
tlie meaning of snch Metronome 
marking as II. (crochet) equals 60 
(the beat is to be for each crotchcl, 
at the speed ot sixty per minute); ."^1. 
(quaver) c(iuals Vii (the l)eat is to be 
for each quavei', at the speed of 121 
per miimte), and ai. (dottwl minim) 
eiinals 72 (the lieat is to be tor eacli 
dotted iniuim. generally a whole bar 
for the beat in li-J time, and at the 
speed of seventy-two per minute). 

It will here Ik; «ccn that two things 
arc indicated: Ist, what value in no- 
totion the beat is to have, and 2nd. 
the rate per minute at which the 
beating i.s to occur. It ninsl be un- 
tlePBtood that in lliusu countings the 
swing to tlic lighl iuid that (i) the left 
are counted as sepat-ite heats, and 
not the two movements together as 
one. 

At times it may [irovc u.setnl to 
liave a Metronome in action in front 
of a Band when at practice, so that 
(he Bandsmen may have for thini- 
selves a time test before their eyes. 

It may also jirovn iiHitliiii to get a 
player (o render a jjurt with his liack 
to (he IMctroiionie, so that not only 
the IndividuarH sense of time nuiy 
tic .seen in an nnqueHtionabIc manner, 
but also to demonwti'atc liow liiiilcuh. 
it is, unaided, tor the majoriiy of 
jdnyers to keep strict time. 'I'lic llund- 
niautur can then enforce the iiecesHlty 
of all plnycru iiuving one eye ou him 
. and the other on tho music, aa It 
■ were, that .the time of the wliole nisy 
be under control.

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HAPPENINGS IN THE BUSY WORLD 
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HGHTING WAR 

Foreign Secretary Chamberlain baa 
stated in the House oE Commons that 
he would represent the British Eui- 
l)ire at the forthcoming meeting of 
the Council of the League of Nations. 

It was also announced that Lord 
Cecil will repl'esent the British Gov- 
ornmcnt on the Committee of the 
Council of the League, which will 
iiiufL at Geneva, December ,'Jl, to con- 
sider the Biihject of a conference on 
the i-eductlon of nrmnments. This 
committee will liave to mnlce the 
necessary studies for determining 
questions which should be submitted 
to a preparatory examination with 
a view 10 a ppsslble conrerciice for 
the reduction and limitation of arma- 
ments, and to draft certain proi^jsiils 
to be submitted to the Council on 
(his subject. The French Ooveni- 
ment has already prepared its pro- 
posals, whicli will be presented to the 
committee by Paul Boucour, French 
member, who will act as President 
of the commitlee. 

Speaking in the House of Lords re- 
cently. Lord Cecil said tbat on return- 
ins to CiGueva after an nhsencc of 
two years, he was alruck by the.

THE LARGEST TELESCOPE

( iimbersome mirror. But with the 
forty incheg that rcprcsunt the dlani- 
i tor of the main iens In the Yerkos 
li'ldscope the limit with which Rlass 
(an be cast without flawa to a mathe- 
m.ilical Lormula seems to have been 
uached; and — pending sonic new 
di-fcovery by iho glatiH-lounders — fur- 
ther increase in tele.'icOpIc powcf 
must be sought with the clumsy ro- 
ll cctor. 

It is doubtful in any case by how 
nnich telescopic power may lie usc- 
lully increased. Every addition in 
Jiowcr means that the dust, moisture 
.ind other impurltioa in llie earth's 
almosphere are masnilled as well as 
the Ktar or planet.

Litde Known Bits of Canadian History 

No. 6 — Canada's Early Banks 



Prior to the eventful results of the 
Seven Years' War there was no bank- 
ing In this country; unless the ac- 
counting for and the annual arrival 
of large stims of money from France 
couiii be called banking. Bnt this 
cannot he called banking by any ap- 
plication of tlie term and it was not 
until British institutions had talien a 
firm hold that the need of banks wa.s 
manifested; and the agitation for 
their formation first reached a head 
in MontreaL Many merchants in and 
around that city were keen for ihe 
formation of a bank, but the Kcheniu 
did not meet with favor in the govern- 
ing circles of the coimlry, and iJio 
leBi.>;lattire positively refused permis- 
sion for the proposed bank lo issue 
notes. Despite this tremendous draw- 
back the Bank of Canada, or as it was 
also known, the Canada Banking Co., 
was formed In October. lTfl2. 

De.>;pite the ruling to the ccmtiaiy. 
the Canada Banking Co. did issue 
notes. These were of liv? shillings 
currency and the first hank notes (o 
be issued in the history of Canada. 
They are now \'ery rare. The Can- 



ada it did not have a charter. En- 
couraged by the snccess of Lhc Bank 
oE Upper Canada, the directors of the 
three banks in Lower Canada again 
applied for Royal charter and these 
were granted late in the year 1S22. 
There then followed the widespread 
activity in bank formation. In New 
Briinswiclt, Nova Scotia, and <l:e- 
whei'o lianlis, including certain private 
Ijaiiks. were formed, and were all in 
operation by lS2w. Then came the 
first financial shock wliich they had 
lo race and two tell liy the way. The 
Bank of Canada which Juid i.ssiied the 
Jirsl hank-note in thi.s country in 
1702. closed its doors and the so- 
called Hank of I'pper Cunailn in 
Kingston also passed inio histAry. 
From ISSl lo ISll the legislalurps in 
I'ppcr and Lower Canada iTfiiseil 
Iwenl.v-live reipiesls for cdiarters for 
iianks and reconuiiendcd nint> olheis 
to lhc iiieri:y of the (''o!)nial Office, 
but these were al.so refuspd. 

At (ho south-well enrner of King 
and Frederick si reels, in Toronto, a 
bronKC tablet murks the site of the 
head office of the Bank o( Upper Cuii- 
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first head office of the Bank of Upper Canada was 
located at King and Frederick Streets, Toronto 



ada Banking Co. conducted a flonri^li- 
iuB Imsiness and in ISU.S, pointing 
with pride to sixteen successfiil year's 
of biisincsB. a.gaiii renewed their tv- 
(luest for the legal sanction to isinie 
bite. Their rc(|ucsl was again re- 
fused and an unlimited edition of 
notes was again issued without sanc- 
tion. 

During the war of 1S12.1S15 the 
Cauadiiin public fully ciuupiclK'ndi'il 
the use of paper money tbroiigb Die 
circulation of the Ai'Jny Bills, f.^ing 
this e.vperience a.s a new argumenl. 
certain mercbants of Montreiil again 
approached the leglsUilure t-a seek 
p(jrmisKion for the t'orninthm of a 
note issuing bank. This permission 
was granted in .Juno. 1S17, and a 
bank still in existence was tm'uiod.- 
Although Purilaniciit had passed the 
measure the Oovenior withheld con- 
sent, pending iustrucliouM from I.,ou- 
don and Ihe Royal assent was refused. 
The bank, however, continued to do 
business. 

The flrst bank in Canudii lo re- 
ceive a Royal charter was the Bank 
of t'|)|iei- Caiindu. in April, isai. 
This hank must not bo coutiisod with 
nnOLlior of the same name that waa 
started in Kingston in ISIR. Tho 
liromolei's of Ihe idea there stalled 
II local batik of Upiier Canadti, 
bill like lhc thrco in Lower Cnii- 



ada. The Iniilding erected in li^22. 
and demolished in l!il2. was a two 
ami a half storey brick and Ktucc-j 
striieliire with mas.sive chimneys at 
both cuds. Tho woodwork within, 
even lo the cQiistnittional heaiiiM. wa.s 
wnlnul. and the walls were over four 
feci (hick in place?. 

The early success of the Bank of 
t'pjier Canada was largely ilue lo the 
actii\' interest lakcn in it by (hi; 
Tpper Canada Covori:ii)eiit. which at 
Ihat time was in tho hands of (he 
famous "Family Ccinipact." The stipu- 
lation tor the .granting ot the cluirtoi* 
reiiuired that €10.000 niusi be paid 
into the capital In specie before the 
bank opened its door.s. It has boon 
staled that money was appropriated 
from the military chesl to make up 
Ibis showing. Haw-ever. Hie Govoni- 
nienl Vere deeply inlerested in the 
Bank and suliscrihed for two Ihonsniid 
shares of llie capital stock. In 3s:!l, 
only leu years of age. it was paying 
dividenil-s of rigbl per cent, antl nu- 
merous bouiises. When additional 
slock was offered in that year it was 
three limes over siibscrlhed in a 
single day. 

Ill ISS.'j the Gore Bank was opened 
In Ilomiltoti, with a capital of ClOO.- 
000, and was the llrst hanlt In Catiiula 
lo linvo llii^ doilbln liability rlause in 
its clini-ler.

The vioman who loves 
praver needs no one to announce the 
fact" tor her: it is written on her face: 
it shines, from her eyes: it breathes 
in her conversation.

If the Testator desires the fund 
or the proceeds of sale of property 
used In certain work, then add the 
following clause: "For use In 
(Rescue or other) work c.-\rrled on 
by The Salvation Army."
